FBI Undertakes Exhaustive Check on Tower 


Probe of Former Senator for Defense Post May Be the Most Thorough Done by Agency

The final decision on former sen- 
ator John G. Tower’s (R-Tex.) nom- 
ination as secretary of defense is 
being held up while the FBI con- 
ducts an exhaustive background 
investigation that one knowledge- 
able official called "more thorough 
than any ... the FBI has ever 
done." 

Transition officials for the incom- 
ing Bush administration said the 
final decision on a defense secretary 
will probably not be made until after 
the FBI completes its investigation, 
which could take another two 
weeks or longer. The investigation 
began in earnest about 10 days ago 
and has included interviews as far 
away as Geneva, where Tower 
served as an arms-control negoti- 
ator in 1985-86. 

Tower remains the leading can- 
didate and as of yesterday no infor- 
mation has been turned up by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
that would prevent the Tower nom- 
ination, officials said. 

The extraordinarily broad FBI 
background investigation has in- 
volved interviews with Tower’s for- 
mer wife, former colleagues in the 


Senate and associates in his defense 
consulting business, as well as an 
examination of his personal and past 
campaign finances. 

One focus of the inquiry is Tow- 
er’s relationships with several de- 
fense contractors that have paid 
him lucrative consulting fees over 
the past few years. They include 
Rockwell International and LTV, 
‘major contractors for the B1 bomb- 
er Tower supported while a senior 
member and then chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. 

The original Rockwell contract 
paid Tower’s consulting firm 
$120,000 a year; the LTV contract 
was worth $96,000 a year. Tower 
also receives about $100,000 a year 
from a firm headed by Donald 
Hicks, former undersecretary of 
defense for research and engineer- 
ing, and has other consulting con- 
tracts with defense contractors 
Martin Marietta, Textron, and Brit- 
ish Aerospace,

In August 1987, a few months af- 
ter his work heading a presidential 
commission on the Iran-contra affair, 
Tower announced he was setting up 
pnother consulting firm in Dallas, 
called Tower, Eggers and Greene, to 
.provide financial advice to busi- 
nesses. That group was visible ear- 
lier this year in putting together a 
•Texas-based partnership that bid 
unsuccessfully on the rescue of the 
First Republic Bank. Paul Eggers, 
Tower’s partner and longtime Jriend

Tower also signed a book contract 
with Boston publisher Little, Brown

One area of scrutiny in the back- 
ground check is Tower’s business 
dealings since he retired from the 
Senate in January 1985. A review of 
financial disclosure reports he filed 
while an ambassador and interviews 
with business associates show that 
the former senator isjreceiving sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars a 
year in income, mostly from the 
defense consulting contracts and 
speechmaking. 

As soon as he. retired from the 
Senate, he joined the boards of a 
Dallas bank and Astrotech, a Pitts- 
burgh company headed by Willard 
Rockwell Jr„ former chairman of 
the board of Rockwell International. 

His new business career was inter- 
rupted almost immediately, how- 
ever, when he was named ambas- 
sador in Geneva. 

He resigned that post in March 
1986 and began his consulting work 
again, operating for more than a 
year out of rent-free offices at the 
Washington law firm of Dickstein 
Shapiro & Morin. Firm partner 
Sydney Dickstein said Tower’s 
quarters, an unused conference 

room, were worth “several hundred * 

dollars a month.” 

By mid-1986, Tower had signed 
on to do consulting for British Aero- 
space and soon added LTV and ^ 

Rockwell and the others to his list of 
clients. It has been reported that 
Tower made trips to Turkey and 
Pakistan to try to help LTV sell a 
rocket launcher to governments 
there.

Dear Mr. President: 


At a meeting of the Armed Services Committee on 
November 29, Chairman Sam Nunn and Ranking Republican 
John Warner issued a joint statement on the Committee's 
procedures for the upcoming confirmations. Part of that 
discussion centered on the 1981 confirmation of Melvin 
Paisley to serve as Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Research, Engineering and Systems. Mr. Paisley has been 
mentioned as one of the principal targets of the 
procurement fraud scandal called Operation 111 Wind. 


Reports surfaced this past summer that the FBI had, 
during Mr. Paisley's background investigation in 1981, 
received allegations that Mr. Paisley had been involved 
in possible bribery and wiretapping. As a member of the 
Armed Services Committee, I was (and am) concerned that 
such allegations had not been forwarded to the Committee 
by the White House. This past July, I requested access 
to the FBI reports and the White House file to determine 
just what was known to the White House and conveyed to 
the Committee at the time of Mr. Paisley's confirmation. 


Your 


declined my 


request to see tne me, stating that access to such 
file was limited to the Chairman and Ranking Member of 
the Committee. Subsequent to that statement. Senators 
Nunn and Warner sought access to the file and in early 
October reviewed the FBI report. In the joint statement 
of this past Tuesday, Senator Nunn and Senator Warner 
both confirmed that "serious allegations" concerning Mr. 
Paisley did appear in the FBI report and that such 
allegations should have been investigated further but 
were not. Senator Nunn stated at the Committee meeting 
that the White House did not have information on whether

been forwarded to the Committee during Mr. Paisley's 
confirmation proceeding.

Former Armed Services Committee Chairman John Tower 
told the Washington Post on Wednesday, November 30, 

"that he had no knowledge of the allegations against 
Paisley and that the White House had rejected the 
committee's blanket request to see all Federal Bureau of 
Investigation background files." His spokesman went on 
to say that "(t)he policy of the committee was not to 
request the background file for a specific individual 
unless information was brought to the attention of the 
staff that might bear negatively on the suitability or 
fitness of the nominee. The committee received no such 
information, particularly not from the White House." 
Assuming that is true, then someone at the White House 
apparently decided to keep former Chairman Tower, and 
thus our Committee, in the dark about these 
allegations . 

I think it is important to resolve this issue. To 
that end, I would appreciate answers to the following 
questions: 1) Who made the decision to not forward the 
allegations concerning Mr. Paisley to the Armed Services 
Committee and why? 2) Did the White House investigate 
these allegations which were brought to its attention by 
the FBI and if not, why not? 

I hope we can resolve these questions in the next 
few weeks, since the issue at stake is too important and 
the possibilities too unsettling to allow this matter to 
linger . 

Thank you for your personal attention to this 
matter .
